Accident Took Place Sunday 
Morulug-Nesr Bridge on 
Sturgeon River 


TRAIN TRAVELLING 

SLOWLY AT TIME 

Softening of Track by Recent 

Rains Supposed to be Cause 
of Accident 


But for the fact that a freight train 
on the Edmonton, Dunvegan and B. 
C. railway yesterday morning, was 
travelling at a very slow speed, there 
would probably have been an appall- 
ing list of fatalities when, just before 


reaching the Sturgeon bridge from 
the city, three of the cars left the 
track and toppled over, pitching the 
occupants of the caboose and others 
in one of the freight cars out of the 
windows to the ground, and result- 
ing in at least five people being more 
or less seriously injured. 
Officials on Board. 

The train, composed of an engine, 
caboose, and eleven cars of coal and 
sundries destined for station gangs 
along the route, left Edmonton late 
on Saturday night for the end of steel, 
ninety miles distant, the engineer be- 
ing J. P. Brown, Several officials of 
the railway, including Paymaster J. 
B. Fleming, Section Gang Foreman 
Clark, Conductor Rafuse, and Siso i 
steam shovel engineer, were travelling 
in the caboose, while in a car of sun-; 
dries were several women 4c one or 
two children, all foreigners, the rela- 
tives of employees engaged in con- 
struction work. It is stated by offic- 
jals of the company that the people 
in the freight car were not authorized 
to. travel in that way, and should 
not have been on the train at all. 

Train Travelling Stow. 

The accident happened about eight 
o'clock yesterday morning, 7 as the 
t as approaching the Sturgeon 
Ss ET ga where thé "eri: 
batikment is at least feet high. 
The enginéer states that the train was 
not travelling more than two milcs an 
hour at the time, and it is entirely 
due to this fact that no lives were 
lost, otherwise the cars would have 
rolled down the embankment, and all 
the passengers on the train would un- 
doubtedly have been killed. The ac- 
cident is believed to have been caused 
by a subsidence in the track, due to 
the recent heavy rains. Only three 
cars Jeft the track, these being up- 
ended on the right of way. The occu- 
pants of the caboose had some excit- 
ing experiences, one or two of them 
being thrown through the windows. 
Only one of them however, was hurt, 
ii. M. Peutzer, living at Thirteenth 
street, Edmonton, sustaining a lacer- 
ated hand. He was treated by Dr. 
Holmes on his arrival in the city, and 
was afterwards able to proceed home. 

Removed to Hespital. 

Those in the freight car fared more 
seriously, three women and one boy 
sustaining injuries which necessitated 
their immediate removal to an Ed- 
monton hospital, and the rigs of far- 
mers living in the vicinity were pres- 
sed into service for this purpose, All 
the patients are Germans, and none 
of them could speak English. One 
woman sustained a fracture of the 
forearm and wrist, another had a cut 
ear and a fractured rib, and still an- 
other was found to be suffering from 
a double fracture of the upper arm. 
One is at the Royal Alexandra hos- 
pital, and the other two are at the 
Misericordia hospital. The boy is not 
believed to be seriously hurt, and was 
suffering more from shock than any- 
thing else. All the patients were at- 
tended to by Dr. Holmes, 

Telephoned in News of Wreck, 

An interesting incident in connec- 
tion with the accident is that Pay- 
master J. B. Fleming, who carried 
with him a large sum of money for 
the payment of the gangs, took with 
him a telephone so that he could com- 
municate with any part of the line 
wherever required. Immediately af- 
ter the train left the tracks he at once 
communicated by this means with 
the head office, and a wrecking crew 
immediately left for the scene, 

The roofs of the three derailed cars 
were smashed, showing the force with 
which they left the track.

ated an regard. 19 land defence, sind 
with the confederation pact. He op- 
posed the Borden policy of sending 
thirty-five millions to be spent ont- 
side of Canada and beyond Canadian 
control. 

Mr. Oliver said that the Liberal 
policy on the navy question was the 
same as on all other questions, a pol- 
icy of self-respect and fair play. The 
Laurier policy had always been to se- 
cure a united and prosperous Canada. 
The country had been more prosper- 
ous under Liberal rule than ever be- 
fore because it had been more unlted 
than ever before. 

The present government had at- 
tained power as the result of a double

Mr. MacKuy drew attention to the

ON SATURDAY 


Adams Express Co. and Crumb 
Sign Co. Have Loss Exoved- 
ing $10,000 

OLD HOUSE BURNED _. 
IN VIRGINIA PARK 
Was Erected by James Kirkness 
on What Was Then His 


Homestead $ 
During a sharp thunder = storm 


which swept over the city Saturday 
afternoon after stx o'clock, lightning 
struck twice within the city, sé@tting 
fire te two buildings and doing sev- 
eral thousands of dollars damage. 
The most spectacular and serious of 
the two fires took place near the 
northwest corner of Second — street 
and Athabasca avenue in the store- 
house used jointly by the Adams Ex- 
press and Cartage company and the 
Crumb Sign company. The damage 
from fire and water here will exceed 
$10,000, 

The other fire resulted in the total 
destruction of the old Kirkness home- 
stead in Virginia park, used temporar- 
ily by St. Mary's Anglican church, 
Here, owing to the fact that the dis- 
trict is not served with water mains, 
the building was burned down before 
the fire department was able to de 
any work with chemicals, 


In many ways the Second street 
fire was unusual. At one time, look- 
ing down Second street, spectators 


could turn to the west and see a clear 
sky and a very peaceful sunset. Turn- 
ing to the east, the scene assumed a 
wild aspect. The thunder storm Was 
still in progress, and what with the 
dense clouds of smoke from the burn- 
ing building, the wicked flicker of 
lightning and the heavy roll of thun- 
der, everything looked very serlons. 
A little later, a complete rainbow 
formed against the clouds, framing ‘in 
its arch the burning building, 
Hard to Locate Blaze, 

. &Pbe, call of fire reached stations 
number 1 and 2 soon after SIX o'clock. 
When the firemen arrived at the 
building, a nasty fire was discovered, 
as it proved hard to locate the blaze 
through the heavy and stifling smoke. 
Part of the building was used by the 
Crumb Sign company, and paint and 
oil fed the fire. The greater part of 
the building was used by the Adams 
Express company 48 @ storehouse, and 
was filled with furniture, rolls of pa- 


per belonging to the Journal, and 
other inflamable material. 


“I estimate the damage at $10,,000," 
said A. J. Adams last night. “About 
half of this is covered by insurance.” 

kK. L. Crumb thought that $1,000 
would cover all damage done to the 
sign company’s property. Insurance 
carried amounts to $1,200. 

Fire companies 1 and 2 were called 
out to fight the fire under the direc- 
tion of Acting Chief Murray. A large 
crowd of spectators gathered, most 
of whom were thoroughly drenched 
in the torrents of rain which fell dur- 
ing the early part of the fire. 

Old House Demolished, 

fire at Virginia Park, also 
by lightning, completely de- 
molished an old log building which 
ia believed to have been one of the 
oldest in the city, an old land mark 
possing away when the roof fell in 
after w spectacular blaze. The house, 
of two storeys, was erected by one of 
the old-timers of the city, James 
Kirkness, on what was then his 
homestead, as long ago as 1871 or 
1872. The land has of course long 
since been relinquished for farming 
purposes, and now forms valuable city 
property. The house was the first one 
to be erected on the other side of Rat 
Creek, other buildings being after- 
wards put up by John Fraser, James 
Gullion and George Gullion, 

At the time of the fire the build- 
ing was being used as temporary 
quarters in connection with St. Mary's 
Anglican church pending the erection 
of their new church, The lightning 
struck the chimney, and the building 
immediately burst into flame. There 
is no available water supply in the 
vicinity, and consequently, after re- 
moving the furniture belonging to the 
church, there was nothing to do but 
to watch the demolition of the build-
